Says Col. Wood. 


Since the establishment of his office 
in Washington, more than 15,000 dis- 
charged officers and enlisted men of 
technical and professional training and 
executive ability have been in com- 
munication with Col. Arthur Woods, 
assistant to the Secretary of War, con- 
cerning their employment in civil life. 
Of this number some ten thousand 
have been referred to opportunities 
fur employment in practically every 
line of business requiring men of spec- 
ial training. 

In April it was first realized that the 
readustment of trained men in civ 
life was a problem of itself. To meet 
it Col. Woods detailed.a force of officers 
ta canvas the situation and build up an 
organization to assist this one demand 
aione, 

“During the War, and since the Ar- 
mistice, so many changes have been 
madé in the personnel of manufactur- 
ing concerns and business organiza-] 
tiens in general, that a large number 
of technical men.on their return find 
it necessary to look for new places in 
their professions,” says Col. Woods. 
“Theirs has been ‘a difficult problem 
tor several reasons... One is that while:

“|cational Bill, Under the provisions of 
this law every honorably discharged 
soldier, sailor or marine who was a res- 
ident of the state of Wisconsin at the 
time of enlistment, will receive $30 a 
month while attending any of the col- 
leges, normal schools in the State, or 
the State University. This act will be 
in effect until 1924, Provisions are 
also made for those who cannot qualify 
for these higher institutions of learn- 
ing. 

Discharged men who are now resi- 
_[dents of other states, but. who were ins, 
cluded in the Wisconsin quota before 
the war, are also entitled to the provi- 
sions of this act. Application blanks ~ 
must be filled out by all who apply. 
They will be forwarded on application 
to the Secretary of the State Board of 
Education, Madison, Wisconsin. ~
